If  the  Derby  Ministry  were  to  speak  candidly  in  appealing  to  the 
votea  of  the  country,  they  would  any  that  they  aak  for  our  lupport 
because  they  have  alwayi  held  opinions  which  the  reit  of  the  country 
utterly  abhors,  and  because,  haring  abandoned  those  opinions,  they 
feel  themselves  entitled  to  our  personal  conhdence.  Now,  as  to  the 
first  of  these  grounds,  we  feel  ourselves  constrained  to  say  that  such 
st^riking  evidence  of  an  imperfect  sympathy  between  the  Ministry  and 
the  nation  bodes  little  good  as  likely  to  result  from  a  longer  cuntinu* 
ance  of  their  union  ;  as  to  the  second,  the  disclaimer  has  been  ma<le 
with  so  bad  a  grace,  and  with  the  retention  of  so  many  principles 
equally  groundless  and  odious,  that  it  does  not  entitle  the  culprits  of 
protection  to  a  complete  amnesty  from  the  folio wtTS  of  free  trade. 
We  rejoice,  of  course,  to  hear  that  the  endless  abuse  of  their  great 
leader  for  his  change  of  opinion  has,  for  the  future,  become  a  topic 
too  dangerous  for  mention  ;  and  that  the  desire  to  raise  the  price  of 
food  is  disowned  with  as  much  earnestness  as  it  was  wont  to  be  pro¬ 
claimed.  But  we  are  sorry  to  see,  and  cannot  hut  feel  it  as  an  insult 
to  the  common  sense  and  intelligence  of  the  nation,  that  all  those 
principles  from  which  the  doctrine  of  protection  rigorously  follows 
are  restated  and  insisted  upon  in  almost  every  ministerial  address. 
We  are  reminded  that  the  agricultural  interest  has  been  unjustly 
treated  . .

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;  that  it  is  distressed  by  exposure  to  unfair  competition  ;  that 
it  is  the  duty  of  the  legislature  to  foster  every  interest,  and  take  care 
that  it  be  properly  remunerated  j  and  that  it  is  the  intention  of  Lord 
Derby’s  Government,  by  some  means  other  than  protective  duties,  to 
compensate  the  owners  and  occupiers  of  the  soil.  Now  all  this  is, 
we  apprehend,  not  merely  false  in  theory  and  diicre<Iitahle  in  states¬ 
manship,  hut  an  entire  misrepresentation  of  the  feelings  of  the 
people  of  this  country.  It  is  not  merely  against  the  abuse  of  import 
duties  for  the  purposes  of  protection,  and  the  taxation  of  the  con¬ 
sumer  for  the  benefit  of  the  producer,  that  the  nation  has  manifested 
such  unmistakable  repugnance.  Protection  is  odious  in  itself,  but  it 
is  still  more  odious  as  a  manifestation  of  that  unfair  and  partial 
spirit  of  government  which  deals  with  men,  not  according  to  their 
individual  rights,  hut  according  to  the  degree  of  ptessure  which  a 
community  may  enable  a  class  to  exert  on  the  Government.  We 
claim  to  be  equal  before  the  revenue  as  before  the  law.  We  will  not 
pay  taxes  to  any  class,  nor  will  we  assume  upon  our  shoulders  the 
burdens  which  rightfully  bt-long  to  it.  We  recognise  no  duty  in 
Government  to  foster  the  welfare  of  classes,  and  no  mission  to  recon¬ 
cile  their  disputes,  so  long  as  those  disputes  are  occasioned  by  the 
desire  of  one  class  to  live  either  directly  or  indirectly  at  the  expense 
of  another.  We  have  not  merely  shaken  off  protection ;  we  will 
not  be  governed  by  men  who  regard  our  interests  from  a  protective— 
that  is,  from  a  narrow,  unsound,  and  anti-national,  point  of  view. 
The  principles  on  which  free  trade  is  based  are  more  valuable  than 
free  trade  itself,  for  the  one  is  only  the  correction  of  a  particular 
abuse,  while  the  other,  when  well  understood  and  fairW  applied,  fur¬ 
nish  guarantees  for  progress,  equality,  and  justice.  We  shall  never 


success  to  disgust  people  wiin  monarcnicai  goverameni 
altogether.  The  French,  we  are  convinced,  will  never  with 
any  constancy  or  security  accept  the  Duke  of  Bordeaux  for 
king.  That  they  can  long  tolerate  the  present  tyrannical 
regime  is  too  great  a  slur  on  the  national  pride  and  honour 
to  be  possible.

Already  they  have 
proved  much,  and  appear  likely  to  be  successful  in 
proving  more.  It  is  now  certain  that  the  state  called 
mesmeric  sleep  can  bo  produced,  and  it  is  equally  certain 
that  a  large  number  of  painless  operations  have  been  per¬ 
formed  u[)on  patients  previously  thrown  into  this  state.  It 
is  also  quite  certain  that  there  are  occasional  manifestations 
(as  in  the  case  of  Zschokke)  of  an  uncomprehended  power, 
which  enables  one  person  more  or  less  clearly  to  receive 
the  subtle  transfer  of  another  person's  thoughts.  These 
things  are  certain  and  not  henceforward  to  bo  doubted, 
because  they  have  been  abundantly  and  quite  sufli- 
ciontly  attested.

nierisod  jiorson  can  see,  by  an  independent  power,  events  | 
that  happen  in  far  places  otherwise  quite  unknown  to  him¬ 
self,  and  allogetlier  unknown  to  his  neighbours.  Clairvoyant 
information  was  not  wanting  on  the  subject  of  the  unhappy 
Arctic  expedition,  but  it  has  not  been  confirmed.  Indeed  the 
testing  of  this  power  is  so  easy — it  could  give  to  the  public, 
w’e  mean,  if  it  were  only  in  one  clairvoyant  out  of  the  whole 
number,  and  on  one  occasion  in  the  course  of  half-a-dozeu 
years,  such  startling  and  irresistible  demonstration  of  its 
truth — that  wo  cannot  help  thinking  the  ])uhlic  quite  justi¬ 
fied  in  waiting  for  some  demonstration  of  this  kind. 

The  first  title  of  Dr  Ksdaile’s  book,  Natural  and  Mes¬ 
meric  Clnireoifaure,  descril)e3  the  least  imjiortant  part  of  its 
contents.  As  far  ns  clairvoyance  goes,  it  is  a  compilation  of 
iiarriilivps  from  other  sources,  only  one  heing  derived  from 
personal  experience.  Dr  Ksdaile  has  mesmerised  hundreds, 
hut  has  only  tesUid  clairvoyance  in  one,  because,  he  tells  us,  j 
he  was  convinced  of  it  hy  testimony,  and  did  not  see  ne¬ 
cessity  for  vain  experiments.  But  other  men  not  heing  con- 1 
vinced,  why  did  ho  not  make  a  few  experiments  on  their! 
hehalf Does  it  distress  llie  patient  more  to  have  questions 
asked  through  the  medium  of  liis  stomach,  than  to  have  pins  | 
Imrcd  into  his  nose  and  cheek,  and  coins  slipped  under  his 
skin,  to  prove  to  the  world  that  he  is  insensible  to  pain? 
Surely  it  is  inconvenient  to  any  man  awaking  out  of  sleep, 
to  find  that  thoro  has  been  a  pin  thrust  through  his  nose  ? 
Wo  must  therefore  remark  that  Dr  Esdailo  has  unaccountably 
misused  his  opportunity  of  contirming  or  discrediting  the 
doctrine  of  clairvoyance.  'Ihe  one  case  is  the  following  : 

On  the  20(h  February  1848,  I  called  to  see  my  patient,  Mr 
McKenzie,  and,  while  I  was  ipeaking  to  him,  a  person  hurriedly  en¬ 
tered  the  room  and  requested  me  to  go  and  tee  Mrs  McKenzie,  who 
had  just  then  fallen  into  a  fit.  At  1  entered  the  house,  I  had  teen  , 
her  apparently  quite  well.  On  going  into  the  next  room,  I  taw  Mrtj 
McKonzie  lying  stretched  out  upon  the  bed,  her  eyet  ttaring  wide 
open,  the  pupilt  dilated  and  inteiitible  to  the  light,  her  breathing  > 
ttertnrout.  and  her  jawt  locked;  in  fact,  in  a  ttate  of  intense  coma. 
Her  friends  told  me  that  the  was  subject  to  luch  fits,  and  ■ometimei 
remained  for  hours  in  them. 

Without  saying  a  word  to  any  one  (her  father,  mother,  husband, 
brothers,  and  relations  were  present},  I  placed  my  band  upon  her  { 
head,  and  breathed  on  her  eyes.  In  about  a  minute  her  breathing 
became  perfectly  tranquil,  and,  but  for  her  open  eyes,  she  might  have 
been  supposed  in  a  natural  sleep.  The  change  in  the  breathing  was 
so  sudden  that  it  arrested  tiiy  attention,  and  led  me  to  suspect  that  I 
had  substituted  mcstneric  for  natutal  coma.  I  expressed  this  suspicion 
to  the  relatives,  and,  after  observing  for  a  quarter  of  an  hour,  I  said 
that  I  would  now  test  the  accuracy  of  my  opinion  by  attempting  to 
awake  her  by  mesmeric  means.  I  accordingly  suddenly  demes- 
nierised  her,  and  she  immediately  awoke  in  the  full  possession  of  her 
senses. 

To  leave  no  room  for  doubt,  I  approached  her  while  conversing 
with  her  friends  around,  and  again  iiiesnierised  her  unawares.  Her 
•yes  immediately  became  fixed,  and  she  fell  back  into  profound  coma. 
1  showed  her  friends  that  she  was  deaf,  blind,  insensible  to  pain,  and 
that  she  bod  become  cataleptic  in  addition.  8he  was  put  into  the 
most  disagreeable  attitudes,  to  which  she  was  as  indifferent  as  a  waxen 
image,  and  she  was  insensible  to  pricking  all  over  her  bmly.  As  the  ' 
senseless  unwinking  stare  of  her  eyes  alarmed  her  friends,  I  closed 
the  eyelids,  laid  her  hack  on  the  bed,  let  her  sleep  for  half  an  hour,  j 
and  then  again  awoke  her  iastaiitaneoualy  by  demesmsrising  her.  I 
Sho  said  that  she  remembered  nothing  since  seeing  me  arrive;  that 
she  now  saw  me  for  the  first  time  in  her  room,  and  had  no  recollection  ! 
of  having  awakened  and  convertied  with  her  friends — a  phenomenon  I 
of  which  I  have  given  many  striking  examples  before.  I 

My  command  over  this  lady's  system  was  established  from  this  i 
moment,  and  I  could  entrance  her  at  any  time  in  five  minutes.

Noticing,  by  the  way,  the 
fact  of  all  these  names  having  long  a^o  disappeared  from 
the  English  peerage,  which  cannot  with  absolute  certainty 
point  in  its  roll  to  a  single  male  descendant  of  Harry  tbe 
Fifth’s  heroes,  Mr  Hunter  takes  occasion  to  throw  out  t 
curious  incidental  remark  on  the  rapid  extinction  of  the 
male  lines  of  great  English  families,  even  in  periods  long  fol¬ 
lowing  thoseof  tho  more  terribleof  the  foreign  and  civil  strifes 
which  have  desolated  England.  Out  of  sixty-four  earldoms 
created  by  .Tames  the  First  and  Charles  the  First,  it  appears 
that  only  sixteen  now  remain — nine  of  James’s  thirty-one, 
and  seven  of  Charles’s  thirty-three  !  In  good  sooth,  our 
Upper  House,  whatever  its  other  claims  may  be,  bath 
nothing  very  venerable  to  commend  it  to  reverence.

PROROGATIOH  OF  PARLIAKRRT. 

On  Thursday  the  third  parliament  of  Queen  Victoria  was  virtually 
brought  to  a  close  by  a  few  words  from  the  Lord  High  Chancellor. 
About  one  o’clock,  says  the  '  Times,’  the  house  was  well  filled,  though 
there  were  continual  arrivals  till  the  hour  was  dote  at  band  when 
her  Majesty  was  expected.  Most  of  the  members  of  the  government 
were  preaeak  The  Earl  of  Derby  moved  with  activity  about  the 
ebamUr,  shaking  hands  with  one  peer,  and  chatting  for  a  moment 
with  another,  and  now  and  then  saying  a  few  words  to  one  of  the 
ladiee  on  the  back  benches.  His  lordship  teemed  in  excellent  health 
ud  spirits,  and  took  a  comprehensive  view  of  the  house  from  gallery 
to  floor  repeatedly  through  his  glass.  Lord  Malmesbury  was  well 
Rwired  by  several  of  the  diplomatic  corps,  and  spoke  for  some  minutes 
with  Chevalier  Bunsen  and  Baron  Brunow.  “  The  Duke,”  of  course, 
srriTed  early,  and  Vas  naturally  regarded  with  the  respectful  interest 
to  which  he  is  so  fully  entitled.  He  was  in  uniform,  over  which  were 
his  robes,  and  he  looked  remarkably  well.  Several  gentlemen  from 
the  East,  rich  in  barbaric  pearl  and  gold,  were  present  in  the  ambas- 
•sdors’  pen  and  the  galleries,  and  among  the  objects  of  great  attraction 
vai  the  young  Princess  Gauromma,  daughter  of  the  ex-Rajah  of 
Cowg— a  hright-eyed,  delicate-featured,  copper-bued  little  girl  of 
wren  or  eight  yesrs  of  aip,  for  whom  her  Msjesty  stood  as  sponsor  on 
Wednesday,  when  the  Hindoo  princess  was  received  into  the  Christisn 
under  the  regal  name  Victoria.”  At  a  quarter  past  two 
e clock  s  flourish  of  trumpets  announced  the  approach  of  the  Queen, 
•ud  shortly  afterwards  entered  the  Earl  of  Derby,  bearing  “  the  crown  ” 
on  Its  cushion,  the  Marquis  of  Winchester,  carrying  “the  cap  of 
^ntwance,”  and  the  Duke  of  Wellington,  with  the  sword  of  state; 
he  Ixird  Chancellor,  preceded  by  the  macebearer,  with  his  massive- 
lookug  burden,  and  then  the  Queen,  leaning  on  Prince  Albert,  and 
the  Duchess  of  Atboll,  Mistress  of  the  Robes,  and  her 
PH«s  bearing  her  train.

I  NAIRD,  in  seconding  the  motion,  pressed  for  compensation,  not  only 
os  an  indemnity  to  these  individuals,  but  for  ths  protection  of  British 
subjects  iu  future.—— The  CHANCELLOR  of  the  EXCHEQUER 
regretted  that  Sir  H.  Yemey  hod  not  drawn  the  motion  himself,  in 
which  cose  it  would  not  have  be«i  couched  in  terms  which  the  case 
did  not  justify.  When  the  present  mvsrnment  came  into  office,  they 
found  that,  in  a  despatch  from  Lord  Granville,  in  February  lost,  ths 
Karl  of  Westmoreland,  our  minister  at  Vienna,  was  instructed  to 
leave  it  to  the  good  feeling  of  the  Austrian  government  to  decide 
whether  compensation  should  be  aflTurded  to  Messrs  Wingate  oad 
Smith  for  their  boilily  sufferinp  and  losses.  In  March  Lord  Malmes¬ 
bury  bad  dons  no  more,  and  could  do  no  more,  than  repeat  the  re¬ 
presentation  very  properly  roads  by  Lord  Granville.  Mr  Disraeli  read 
extracts  from  these  despatches,  and  from  the  reply  of  Count  Buol,  on 
the  part  of  the  Austrian  government,  to  the  charge  made  against  it 
with  reference  to  Messrs  Wingate  and  Smith.  The  ease  of  Mr 
Edward,  he  observed,  was  that  he  bad  been  expelled  from  Lemberg 
■  with  great  harshness  and  cruelty.  His  esse  bod  been  represented  os 
the  most  tyrannicsl  of  all.

He  has,  also,  we  understand,  suffered  severely  by 
his  other  undertaking,  the  management  of  the  Opera  dea  ItalUna, 
at  Paris;  but  this  may  in  a  great  measure  be  asuribeil  to  the  in¬ 
fluence  of  the  political  events  of  last  winter.  In  accordance  with 
the  system  of  Government  aid  wliieli  prevails  on  the  continent, 
the  French  Government,  it  is  said,  intend  to  indemnify  him  for 
his  losses  at  Paris,  and  in  that  capital  he  will  probably  continue 
his  managerial  functions. 

The  inquiry  into  the  cause  of  the  Stockport  riots  began  on 
Thursday,  before  tho  magistrates  of  that  town,  and  a  great  deal  of 
evidence  was  taken,  which,  however,  turned  chiefly  upon  tho 
character  of  the  procession  on  Monday,  the  allegeil  origin  of  the 
disturbances.  This  inquiry  was  proceeding  when  the  last  accounts 
were  sent  off,  and  will  in  all  probability  last  for  several  days.  Tlie 
inquest  on  the  body  of  the  man  >ho  was  killtd  has  also  been 
aiijourncd.  Upwards  of  100  Irishmen  have  been  additionally 
identifled  and  arrested,  as  liaving  lieen  actively  engaged  in 
the  riot.  Since  the  outbreak  at  Stockport,  tliose  districts 
of  Alnnchester  which  are  chiefly  inlinbited  by  the  lower 
order  of  Irish,  of  whom  there  arc  80,000  in  tlio  town,  have 
been  in  a  very  unsettled  state;  and  the  authorities  liHve 
deemed  it  prudent  to  take  precautions  to  prevent  disturbances. 
Tlic  civil  force  will  have  the  assistance  of  the  soldiery,  in  cate  of 
need.  An  address  to  tho  Homan  Catliolic  population  has  been 
issued  by  tiie  Itev.  Dr  Turner,  Homan  Catholic  Bisiiop  (so  called) 
ot  Salford,  in  which  lie  advises  tliem  to  preserve  tho  peace,  and 
refrain  from  all  attempts  at  reprisal.
